The following dispatch from Wash­ 
ington clearly explains the Postoffice 
Department's position on the 
rural 
mail box question, and we commend it 
to partons as the facts in the m atter: 
The Postoffice department has re­ 
cently been receiving complaints from 
patrons of its rural frea delivery route# 
all 
over 
the .country, 
protesting 
against the refusal of the carriers to 
deposit or to collect mail from boxes 
which the farmers have made them­ 
selves, and the 
complaint is 
very 
general that the government is attem pt­ 
ing to compel the farmers to buy ex­ 
pensive mail boxys, made by favored 
contractors. 
Some of the complaints 
have not initiated to intim ate their 
suspicion of “ graft” of some kind in­ 
volved 
in 
the sale of these letter 
boxes. 
As a m atter of fact, the government 
is utterly indifferent as to the style or 
the maker of the box used by patrons 
of the rural route#, but it insists on 
certain specifications. 
The box must 
not he less than 18x6 inches, if it is 
rectangular, and if cylindrical, not 
less than 
18 long and 
inches in 
diameter, amt it must be made of 
standard guage sheet iron or of sheet 
steel. 
Every box must he provided 
with an adjustable, durable metallic 
signal which will indicate whether or 
not there is mail in the box. 
Them' 
requirements are insisted upon by tile 
government, simply because D holds 
itself re#) Kauri hie for the mail when 
deposited in the box by the carrier or 
when awaiting its collection by him. 
It wa# stated at the department that 
every farmer is at entire liberty to 
mannfacture his own box. provided he 
make# it along line# of the specifica­ 
tion#, and after making it wends it to 
the postoffice department for approval. 
Indeed, to facilitate the manufacture 
of home-made boxes, the department 
w ill permit farmer# in States at great 
distance from Washington to send their 
boxes to the nearest division iuspee 
tor, so that Jibe cost of freight or ex­ 
press m ar he reduced to a minimum. 
It has been figured out that no box 
made by an individual farmer or by 
a local tinsmith will cost less than one 
dollar or a dollar and a half by the

Christiania, Norway. June 7. 
Tim 
Norwegian Storthing today declared 
Ute onion between Norway and Swed 
en nuder one king dissolved and ’King 
Oscar has ceased to act as King of Nor­ 
way. 
An address to the king, which 
was adopted by the S tort I mig (Nor­ 
wegian parliament) declared that no 
ill-feeling wa# entertained against his 
dynasty or the Swedish nation, and 
asked him to co-operate in the selec­ 
tion of a"young prince of tim house of 
Bernadotte to occupy the throne of 
Norway. 


Stockholm, Sweden, June 7.—King i 
Oscar sent a telegram 
to 
Premier 
Mio bolson as follows: “ I have receiv-j 
od the communication of the Council! 
of S ta te and record a most decided 
protest against the method ami action \ 
of lite government.” 


St. Petersburg, June 7.—Beyond the 
statement that the advisability pf con­ 
fiding the opening of peace negotia­ 
tions to President Roosevelt in the 
evant that Emperor Nicholas shall 
have decided that the time has arrived 
to indicate to Japan Russia’s desire 
to end toe struggle, was presented in 
a favorable light, no definite announce­ 
ment can be made regarding the re­ 
sult of Foreign Minister Lamsdorff’s 
audience with the emperor on the sub­ 
ject of Count Cassini’s dispatch com­ 
municating the president’s practical 
lender of good offices. 
It can, how­ 
ever, be stated in addition that Grand 
Duke Alexander Michaelovich, the em­ 
peror’s brother-in-law. who undoubted­ 
ly exercises a greater personal influ­ 
ence with his majesty than any other 
member of the imperial family, and 
who until the disaster to the Russian 
fleet was the most uncompromising ad­ 
vocate of war to the last ditch, has 
joined Grand Duke Vladimir, uncle of 
the emperor, counselling the conclu­ 
sion of peace. 
Grand Duke Vladimir st a recent 
I family council, while urging the futil­ 
ity of continuing the struggle, stoutly 
maintained mat the loss of Manchuria 
and even of a portion of eastern Si­ 
beria would not mean the ruin of Rus­ 
sia’s prestige, hut that she could con­ 
tinue to grow in Influence and power 
just as Great Britain did after the loss 
of her American colonies. 
Another important convert made by 
the advocates of peace is Admiral 
Alexic#. With Grand Duke Alexander 
Miehaelovitch, Grand Duke Vladimir 
vnd Admiral Alexic# on the aide of 
leace. the backbone of what has been 
denominated the war party seem# to 
have been broken. 
Nevertheless, the 
final word rests with the emperor him­ 
self.

counties there was a decrease In the 
num ber of school children.

decrease in these counties la 410. The 
total enum eration was 708.432. 
If

that it exists in the rural communities, 
which show the greater decrease in 
the num ber of school children. 
The 
total decrease outside the cities was 
approxim ately 
8.000, 
while 
the

crease of the cities was nearly that 
much. 
The report also indicates that 
the gas belt, which enjoyed such a 
trem endous growth. Is now losing In 
population, as in Madison county alone

are over 20,000 more male school chil­ 
dren than female.

©rick William and Duchess Cecilia of 
Mecklenburg-Schwcrin were married 
in the palace chapel late yesterday 
afternoon while the clock on the plaza 
marked five and batteries here and in 
every garrison ttiwn In Prussia and in 
every sea where German warships 
floated began firing a 21-gun salute 
at the same moment. 
In the chapel 
one of the moat distinguished assem ­ 
blages that could be gathered in Eu­ 
rope. saw the simple wedding service 
of the Lutheran church. 
They all 
stood in a wide circle around the al­ 
tar. for there were no pews, and be­ 
hind them without regard to rank 
were the members of the foreign em ­ 
bassies, the cabinet ministers, a num­ 
ber of admirals, the commanders of 
army corps and many persons of the 
high nobility. 
The crown princess, for she was also 
crown princess by civil right, came in 
on the arm of the crown prince. 
She 
was wearing a wreath of fresh myrtle 
on her head, over which was a small 
crown of diamonds and rubies in a 
gold frame placed there by the em­ 
press. 
A triangle of diamonds rested 
on the front of her low-cut bodice, and 
around her neck was a necklace of 
large diamonds. 
The wedding dress 
was of Russian silver brocade with a 
train four and a half yards in length 
and two and a quarter yards wide at­ 
tached to the shoulders. 
Four maids 
of honor in dresses of pale blue silk, 
the 
crown 
princess’ favorite 
color, 
carried the train, and behind them 
walked two pages. 
The bridal veil 
was of old Brussels lace. 
The crown prince wore the light 
blue uniform of the First footguards, 
with a m ajor’s insignia and his dec­ 
oral ions. 
He carried his helmet in 
his hand. 
Behind the bride and groom came 
the empress on the arm of th e Grand 
Duke of Meckienberg Schwerin, broth 
er of the bride, and the emperor with 
the Grand Duchess Anastasia, mother 
of the bride. 
D r Dryander. the court 
chaplain, with nine of the cathedral 
clergy standing near him, conducted 
the 
service, 
which 
lasted 
exactly 
twenty minutes. 
The bridal party slowly moved out. 
followed l f the princes and

cesses, hut ail others waited ic the 
chapel, which had been very hot, ow­ 
ing to the 386 candles that had been 
burning for half an hour, until the 
reception began in the white hall ad­ 
joining 
the 
chapel. 
Besides 
those 
present at the wedding, several hun 
dred others had been invited to the 
reception, each person bowing to the 
crown prince and crown princess, on 
either side of whom stood tither royal 
personages. 
The dresses. Jewels and 
uniforms contributed to a most bril­ 
liant picture. 
After supper had 
been served a 
torchlight dance, a unique practice at 
weddings in the Rouse of Hohenzol- 
lern for centuries, was performed in 
a modified form by twelve pages bear 
ing thick candies about two and a 
half feet tall. 
The crown prince took 
the hand of the crown princess and 
walked slowly behind the pages, keep­ 
ing stop to the music, around a quad­ 
rangle formed 
by men and women 
standing ten deep along the sides of 
the drawing-room, which is 165 by 50 
feet, all bowing as the bridal couple 
passed. 
The emperor then led the 
crown princess and the crown prince 
led his mother around the same walk. 
Next the crown princess took each of 
the other princes and the crown prince 
each of the other princesses around 
the hall, occasionally several at a 
time, that the precedence might not 
be 
disregarded.

and w ith all these
